The novel scene of women w ork­ 
ing on a rock pile is being w it­ 
nessed in Kansas City, 
Kan., to­ 
day for the first time in the history 
of tiie city. 
It was expected that 
the plan would go into operation 
Tuesday, but Street Commissioner 
Joe Addison was unexpectedly call­ 
ed aw av on account of a death in his 
family, and no work ot any kind 
was done on the rock pile. 
The women workers wear bloom­ 
ers, so that thev may get around 
over the rocks and swing a hammer 
with greater ease and not he im­ 
peded bv the cumbersome skirts, 
Tlie order for the 
bloomers was 
placed with the Craddock Clothing 
company, on James street. 
The 
garments are now completed and 
have been turned over to the pT)- 
lice department. 
The Kansas City 
W orld of last evening says : 
They are very peculiar looking 
affairs. 
Bloomers are not exactly 
the right name for them. 
Female 
overalls would be a better term, 
though they are styled bloomers by 
the police department. 
They are 
not as full in tlie hips as the or­ 
dinary 
bicycle 
bloomer, 
but 
fit 
more like the knickerbockers. They 
reacli 
considerably 
below 
tlie 
knees, but are not long enough to 
be called trousers. 
When the women were told that 
they were to l>reak rock at the rock 
pile they did not exactly relish the 
job, but made no resistance. \\ hen 
they were shown the costumes they 
would have to don, however, they 
set up a wail and swore that they 
would die before they would ever 
he seen in such garb. 
Lena Hickman, who is one ot 
the female rock breakers, vows that 
she will not wear the bloomers, no 
matter wliat force the authorities 
bring to bear, 
Lizzie Mitchell said if she wore 
the ugly things that 
the oificers 
would luive to put them on her, as 
she swears she will not. 
‘ T w ouldif t mind wearing regu­ 
lar bloomers,' 
said Lizzie, 
“ but 
those horried things, never.' 
The police commissioners ot K an ­ 
sas City, Kas., at tlieir last meeting 
adopted the rule ot compelling the 
women prisoners to break stone. 
Chief Qiiarles, in speaking of tlie 
matter, said : 
‘ ‘This is th.e only means of pre­ 
venting some of the women in this 
town 
from 
committing 
offenses. 
W e hax^e a number of women who 
are in jail almost continually. 1 hex 
seem to like it. 
1 hey laugh and 
sin, and seem to liave a jolly good 
time. 
They are well ted in the 
jail, 
and I 
honestly believe tliat 
many of them would rathei be in 
jail *than out. 
1 think the 
rock 
breaking system will make pi de­ 
cided change for the better. 
Police Judge Manning said : 
-‘1 
think it one of the best systems 
every inaugurated. 
vSome of the 
women jjrisoners were in the luihit 
of jeering 
the 
men 
while 
they 
marched to and from the rock ])ile. 
They have been liaving a sott snap 
of it down in the James street jail, 
but I think in the future tliey will 
not be so fond of this prison life. 
Y e s, we have already received the 
bloomers for the women,and we will 
see that they wear them. 
They are 
made of coarse material, the same 
as the men's overalls are made of. 
The department didn't buy them in 
order to turn the women out in 
showy dress, hut we ilccitled on 
them as a garment that would he 
best suited for them to work in.
